U.S. unlikely 
to give arms 
to Libyans

He said the United States 
should stick to offering com¬ 
munications, surveillance and 
other support but suggested 
that the administration had 
no problem with other coun¬ 
tries sending weapons to help 
the rebels, who in recent days 
have been retreating under at¬ 
tack from pro-Gadhafi forces. 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, who pushed 
the president to intervene in 
Libya, was described by an 
administration official Thurs¬ 
day as supremely cautious 
about arming the rebels “be¬ 
cause of the unknowns” about 
who they were and whether 
they might have links to al- 
Qaida. 

Earlier Thursday, the secre¬ 
tary general of NATO, Anders 
Fogh Rasmussen, told report¬ 
ers in Stockholm that he be¬ 
lieved that the U.N. Security 
Council resolution authoriz¬ 
ing the air campaign in Libya 
did not even permit individual 
countries to arm the rebels. 
But there was considerable 


disagreement within the mili¬ 
tary alliance, including from 
the United States, which has 
taken the position that the 
resolution does allow arming 
them. 

In Libya, as the opposition 
forces began a cautious re¬ 
grouping after a panicked 
retreat Wednesday, an atmo¬ 
sphere of paranoia descended 
on the capital, Tripoli, after the 
defection of the foreign min¬ 
ister, Moussa Koussa. Fears 
that the government could be 
cracking were deepened fur¬ 
ther when a second top Libyan 
official, Ali Abdussalam el- 
Treki, defected Thursday to 
Egypt. 

In Washington, the unified po¬ 
sition of Gates and Clinton ap¬ 
peared to dull a debate within 
the administration about the 
merits of the United States’ 
supplying weapons to the reb¬ 
els, a disparate, little-known 
group. Publicly, Obama has 
said only that he is still weigh¬ 
ing what to do. 

France is the only nation that 
has said it intends to supply 
arms to the anti-Gadhafi forc¬ 


es. 

“What the opposition needs as 
much as anything right now is 
some training, some command 
and control, and some organi¬ 
zation,” Gates told members 
of the House Armed Services 
Committee in a morning ses¬ 
sion. 

“It’s pretty much a pickup 
ballgame at this point.” 

But, he said, providing train¬ 
ing and weapons is “not a 
unique capability for the Unit¬ 
ed States, and as far as I’m 
concerned, somebody else can 
do that.” 

Gates told Congress that he 
strongly opposed putting any 
U.S. forces in Libya. Asked 
if there would be American 
“boots on the ground” - uni¬ 
formed members of the mili¬ 
tary - Gates swiftly replied, 
“Not as long as I’m in this 
job.” 

He refused to address reports 
that the Central Intelligence 
Agency had sent clandestine 
operatives to Libya to gather 
intelligence for military air- 
strikes and to contact and vet 
the rebels. □

Wisconsin suspends enforcement of anti-union law 



MADISON, Wisconsin — Wis¬ 
consin Republicans said on 
Thursday they would suspend 
enforcement of a new law 
reducing public sector union 
powers, hours after a state 
judge’s terse order stating the 
act had not taken effect. 

The announcements brought 
new twists to the political 
wrangling over Wisconsin’s 
budget that has sparked mas¬ 
sive pro-union demonstra¬ 
tions and made the state the 
epicenter of a national debate 
over similar proposals in sev¬ 
eral U.S. states. 

It also could force Wiscon¬ 
sin to alter budget plans for 
the current fiscal year and the 
two-year period that starts 
July 1, said Mordecai Lee, a 
University of Wisconsin, Mil¬ 
waukee governmental affairs 
professor and former state 
lawmaker. 

“Every day the judge’s TRO 


stays in effect, it’s going to 
screw up their accounting,” 
Lee said. 

Wisconsin had begun prepa¬ 
rations to increase healthcare 
and pension contributions of 
union state workers and halt 
automatic dues deductions 
under the law approved by 
the Republican-led legisla¬ 
ture and signed by Republican 
Governor Scott Walker. 


Administration Department 
Secretary Mike Huebsch said 
he would suspend implemen¬ 
tation of the law, though the 
department believed the bill 
has been legally published and 
is law.

Teen suspected in murder of grandparents

DENVER - A 16-year-old boy 
is under investigation for the 
murder of his great-grandpar¬ 
ents, police said on Thursday, 
the second time in a month 
that a young male is suspect¬ 
ed in a family killing in rural 
eastern Colorado.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla - More U.S. teenagers are using 
birth control pills, according to a new study by AP released on 
Thursday. 

Eighteen percent of teenage women ages 13 to 18 filled pre¬ 
scriptions for oral contraceptives in 2009, a proportion that has 
steadily risen since 2002, the study found. 

The number of commercially insured teens filling birth control 
prescriptions from 2002 to 2009 increased 50 percent, while 
prescriptions for those with Medicaid rose 29 percent. 

Older teens account for the bulk of the prescriptions, the study 
found. Among Medicaid recipients, 27.1 percent of 18-year- 
olds were prescribed oral contraceptives in 2009, compared to 
3.7 percent of 13-year-olds.□

Missing Bronx loo cobra found

NEW YORK - The cobra 
missing for nearly a week 
from the Bronx Zoo was cap¬ 
tured on Thursday less than 
200 feet from its cage to the 
relief of neighbors and disap¬ 
pointment of 200,000 people 
following a Twitter feed in its 
honor.

“We are delighted to report 
that the snake has been found 
alive and well,” said Bronx 
Zoo Director Jim Breheny. 
“The key strategy here was 
patience,” he said. 

Breheny said staff equipped 
with snake-handling tongs

had conducted around-the- 
clock sweeps of the enclosure 
and, at last, spotted the rov¬ 
ing reptile coiled in a comer a 
short distance from the enclo¬ 
sure she had escaped. 

It wasn’t clear if the 20-inch 
adolescent female snake had 
eaten since she went miss¬ 
ing last weekend, but she ap¬ 
peared healthy, he said. 

“She looks in really good con¬ 


dition. There weren’t any ob¬ 
vious bulges,” Breheny said. 
“Now she’s resting comfort¬ 
able and secure.” 

While a great relief to the 
neighborhood, the snake’s cap¬ 
ture is somewhat disappoint¬

Former cops sentenced in post-Katrina killing

NEW ORLEANS - A federal 
judge on Thursday sentenced 
two former New Orleans po¬ 
lice officers to long prison 
terms prison for their roles in 
killing a man and burning his 
body during the aftermath of 
Hurricane Katrina. 

U.S. District Judge Lance Af- 
rick sentenced former officer 
David Warren to 25 years and 
nine months for the unpro¬ 
voked shooting and killing of 
New Orleans resident Henry 
Glover, 31, outside a strip 
mall on September 2, 2005. 
Warren will also pay $7,600 
to Glover’s family for funeral 
expenses. 

A federal jury in December 
found Warren guilty of violat¬ 
ing Glover’s civil rights and 
of using a firearm to commit 
manslaughter. 

Former officer Greg McRae 
received 17 years and three 
months for setting fire to a 
car containing Glover’s body 


in an attempt to cover up the 
crime. McRae must pay res¬ 
titution of $6,000. The jury 
had convicted him of two civil 
rights violations, one count 
of obstructing justice and one 
count of using a fire during the 
commission of a felony. 

In sentencing Warren, Af- 
rick said that both the officer 
and his victim were “living 
through the same miserable 
aftermath of Hurricane Ka¬ 
trina,” according to a written 


copy of remarks that the judge 
read. Despite that, most New 
Orleans police officers “un¬ 
derstand that the Constitution 
was not suspended during Ka¬ 
trina,” the judge said. 

As for McCrae, Africk called 
his actions “barbaric” and 
told him, “Your callous and 
depraved conduct deprived 
the Glover family of the abil¬ 
ity to bury Henry Glover with 
the respect to which he was

It was later reopened. 

Another tractor-trailer blew 
over onto two cars on the 


Howard Frankland bridge 
near St. Petersburg. 

There were also reports of 
some parked cars overturned. 
“We don’t have any fatalities, 
we don’t have any serious in¬ 
juries that we know of, some 
bumps and bruises,” Scott 
Dunlap, chief of administra¬

Group reports finding 
shipwreck in lake 

HOLLAND, Mich. - An organization that documents ship¬ 
wrecks said it has found the wreck of a 60-foot, single-masted 
sloop in Lake Michigan that may date back to the 1830s while 
looking for remnants of a plane that crashed into the lake more 
than 60 years ago. 

The wreck was found off southwestern Michigan in water about 
250 feet deep between Saugatuck and South Haven, Michigan 
Shipwreck Research Associates announced this week. The dis¬ 
covery was made while working with author Clive Cussler and 
his sonar operator Ralph Wilbanks of the National Underwater 
& Marine Agency. The group was searching for the remnants of 
Northwest Airlines Flight 2501, which crashed into the lake in 
1950, killing 58 people.□

State workers share $319 million lottery

SCHENECTADY, New York - 
Seven state workers who won 
the $319 million Mega Mil¬ 
lions lottery said on Thursday 
they are still deciding whether 
to split it with five unlucky 
co-workers who chose not to 
play this time around.Three 
women and four men who 
work as IT specialists and 
program managers at the New 
York Division of Housing and 
Community Renewal and live 
in the Albany suburbs came 
forward to claim the fifth 
largest Mega Millions prize 
in history. 

The so-called “Albany Sev¬ 
en” elected to take a lump sum 
payout, which amounts to $19 
million after taxes each. 

They are among a group of 12 
colleagues who for the past 
four years have pooled their 
money in the hopes of win¬ 
ning the biggest jackpot game 
in the United States. Five of 


them, however, bowed out 
of the March 25 purchase - 
which turned out to be the 
lucky ticket. 

“Some of us got in and some 
of us didn’t,” said Gabrielle 
Mahar, 29, of Colonie, who 
heeded a long-time lottery 
motto, “You’ve got to play 
to win.” Her dream purchase, 
she said, was a dishwasher. 
The winners said they have 
not yet decided whether to 


share their winnings with the 
five who missed out.

One winner said staff 
training underway for years as 
part of a state emergency pre¬ 
paredness exercise left him 
assured that “the people who 
are there are very capable of 
picking up if we choose not to

“This is not just an incredible 
part of Shelby County history 
and Tennessee history, but na¬ 
tional and world history,” said 
Tom Leatherwood, 54, Shelby 
County register of deeds. 

The Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr. was gunned down by Ray 
at the city’s Lorraine Motel, 
sparking unrest across the 
country and an international 
manhunt for the killer. 

The “museum” can be visited 
at register.shelby.tn.us. Scroll 
down below the “archives” 
section to find the “Martin 
Luther King Assassination In¬ 
vestigation” link, highlighted 
in small yellow print. 

Making these mostly unseen 
images and documents avail¬ 
able to the public is part of 
Leatherwood’s effort to get 
the city’s historical and ge¬ 
nealogical records online and 
accessible. 


One section of the site con¬ 
tains a mammoth batch of 
documents of the killer’s le¬ 
gal proceedings Leatherwood 
found in 2007. 

“I was walking through with 
a county archivist to try to 
organize and identify mate¬ 
rial. We saw this package 
and we turned it over and we 
saw ‘James E. Ray,”’ Leath¬ 
erwood recalled. “That was 
a pretty exciting moment for 
someone who likes history 
and archives.” 

He says it took this long to 
make the records accessible 
because he needed to get per¬ 
mission from the public de¬ 
fender’s office to post files 
detailing efforts by Ray’s at¬ 
torneys. 

Memphis photographer Gil 
Michael, 77, was caught off¬ 
guard when he saw that the 
site contained photos of Ray 
that he took on the night he 
was booked. 

Michael, then director of pho¬ 
tography for the University of 
Memphis, was asked by the 
sheriff’s office to volunteer 
his time and take pictures to be 
distributed to news outlets. “It 
wasn’t feasible to have tons of 
media in there,” said Michael, 
who Ray tried to kick as he 
was shooting a picture.□

GENEVA - A letter bomb exploded Thursday at an office of 
the Swiss nuclear power industry in the northern city of Olten, 
wounding two people, police said. 

The incident happened hours before another package exploded 
at a military barracks in Italy, wounding one person, and au¬ 
thorities in Greece defused a mail bomb sent to a maximum 
security prison where alleged members of an armed anarchist 
group are on trial. 

Authorities haven’t drawn a link between the incidents, but Ital¬ 
ian news reports citing unidentified sources said Italian investi¬ 
gators believed they were connected. □

Forces “at gates” of Abidjan

ABIDJAN - Ivory Coast’s 
Alas sane Ouattara said his 
fighters were “at the gates” 
of Abidjan on Thursday af¬ 
ter a rapid advance aimed at 
unseating his rival Laurent 
Gbagbo. 

Soon after, heavy weapons 
fire rang out in the center 
of Abidjan, the West Afri¬ 
can country’s main city, and 
Gbagbo’s elite forces took po¬ 
sitions around the presidential 
palace AP witnesses said. 

“I call on you to serve your 
country ... It is time to join 
your brothers in the Repub¬ 
lican Forces,” Ouattara said 
in a statement on his televi¬ 
sion station on Thursday, say¬ 
ing his soldiers were “at the 
gates” of Abidjan. 

Ouattara’s Prime Minister, 
Guillaume Soro, told AP that 
Gbagbo had only two or three 
hours left in power and the 
“game is over.” 
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Malians wait for transport to return 


Gbagbo has refused to step 
down after a November elec¬ 
tion that U.N.-certified results 
showed he lost, triggering a 
bloody standoff that has killed 
hundreds and rekindled the 
country’s 2002-3 civil war. 
French troops stationed in 
the former French colony 
deployed around parts of 
Abidjan, after what one diplo¬ 
matic source said were attacks 
on French nationals by pro- 
Gbagbo mobs. French military 
officials declined comment. 


In a dramatic four-day sweep, 
Pro-Ouattara forces have tak¬ 
en the key cocoa port of San 
Pedro and the official capital 
Yamoussoukro after advanc¬ 
ing over hundreds of kilome¬ 
ters since the start of the week. 
South Africa’s government 
said on Thursday that Gbag¬ 
bo’s army chief of staff, Gen¬ 
eral Phillippe Mangou, had 
sought refuge at its ambassa¬ 
dor’s residence in Abidjan, in 
one of the biggest blows yet to 
Gbagbo’s grip on power. □

Security Guard Arrested Near 
London 2012 Olympic Stadium

And so it begins: with the countdown to the next Olympic 
Games well and truly on, a disturbing reminder of the “new 
normal” has come with a guard being arrested on the suspicion 
of possessing explosives. 

The woman is a 40-year-old dog handler, and was detained after 
her vehicle was searched by police, after a tip-off Thankfully, 
the immediate thought that this was terror-related was dismissed 
by authorities who went on to reassure the public that the site’s 
safety wasn’t at risk. 

She was arrested Tuesday on suspicion of possessing both an 
explosive substance and Class A drugs. It appears that trained 
dogs played a key role. A spokesman for Olympics security pro¬ 
vider G4S said, “Our canine services team is licensed to hold 
small samples of explosives for training purposes and are re¬ 
quired to undertake rigorous training and follow strict opera¬ 
tional processes.” 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for the Olympic Delivery Authority 
said that, “There are robust measures to ensure the safety and 
security of the Olympic Park . At no point has the safety and 
security of the Olympic Park been put at risk.” 

Rather ironically, the arrest was made on the same day that 
building work was completed at the Olympic Stadium. It’s not 
surprising that the authorities were vigilant as pretty much ev¬ 
ery high-profile sporting event can be considered a perfect plat¬ 
form for global terrorism. If this is the worst incident that takes 
place in London, organizers will breath a sigh of relief. □ 


WasPalin’sTVshowgov’t-subsidized? 


New York - Critics crow over 
the revelation that “Sarah Pal¬ 
in’s Alaska” took advantage 
of state tax credits that Palin 
herself created 

Self-styled Tea Party queen 
Sarah Palin is probably the 
last person you’d expect to 
line up for a government 
handout. 

But it has emerged that her re¬ 
ality TV show, “Sarah Palin’s 
Alaska,” received a $1.2 mil¬ 
lion subsidy from the state, 
covering almost a third of 
the show’s Alaskan produc¬ 
tion costs. The state subsidy 
was signed into law by Palin 
herself in 2008. Could the 
fact that Palin took a chunk 
of taxpayer money to fund her 
reality TV show come back to 
bite her if she runs for presi¬ 
dent next year? 

Yes. This is just more evi¬ 
dence of Palin’s self-interest: 
There’s a phrase for this in 
Washington, says Timothy 
P. Carney at The Washington 
Examiner: “Feathering your 
nest.” It’s funny how, “like 
many politicians,” Palin’s 
view on what government 
should and shouldn’t do “be-

comes more flexible as it 
comes closer to her own inter¬ 
ests.” 

Hey, the tax break has done 
great things for Alaska: I 
signed that bill years before I 
ever imagined I would film a 
TV series in Alaska, responds 
Sarah Palin on her Facebook 
page. And it was the produc¬ 
tion company, not me, that 
benefited from the tax break. 
Besides, Alaska’s tax credit 
program “an effective way to 
incentivize a new industry that 
would diversify our economy” 
is indeed consistent with “my 
position on the proper role of

government.” 

Still, this looks bad for an ad¬ 
vocate of limited government: 
OK, Palin did not benefit 
from this subsidy herself, says 
Jim Geraghty at the National 
Review, but it will hurt her 
reputation as a “crusader for 
small government” to be seen 
picking up a “seven-figure 
paycheck” from a show that 
did. I doubt you’d find many 
Tea Party leaders who believe 
governments should “be in the 
business of subsidizing tele¬ 
vision programs.” Just look 
at what they’re saying about

Can Obama really cut oil importsP 


New York - The president unveils a plan to 
dramatically reduce America’s dependence 
on foreign oil within a decade. Is that realis¬ 
tic? 

On Wednesday, President Obama announced 
an ambitious plan to reduce oil imports by 
one-third in the next decade as part of a new 
push to increase our energy security. Obama 
wants to ramp up oil production in the U.S., 
increase fuel efficiency, boost next-generation 
biofuels, and use more natural gas. But given 
that just about every president since Richard 
Nixon has pledged to reduce our dependence 
on foreign oil, how likely is Obama’s plan to 
succeed? 

The president’s plan has no chance: This will 
happen when pigs fly, says Christopher Mims 
in Grist. “It’s hard to think of anything short 
of an economic crash bigger than any ever 
seen in U.S. history, or perhaps an alien race 


forcing all of us to take to our bicycles that 
could conceivably accomplish such a goal.” 
And even those surreal ideas are probably 
more realistic than the one thing that might 
work: “A steep gas tax.” 

Hey, it’s not so outlandish: “Cutting imports 
won’t be that difficult,” says Olivier Jakob of 
PetroMatrix, as quoted by Reuters. It would 
probably require U.S. refiners to sell more gas 
to the U.S. market, and that could be “a bit 
controversial.” But “Saudi Arabia has given 
up on the West,” because demand here “has 
peaked and the future is really in the East.” 
So we may have to fend for ourselves in the 
future anyway. 

This is merely a good start: “Cutting U.S. oil 
imports by one-third in about ten years is a 
laudable, reasonable, and ambitious goal,” 
says Michael Levi at the Council on Foreign 
Relations. □

ever polling numbers. A CNN 
poll shows that 47 percent of 
Americans now have an un¬ 
favorable view of the grass¬ 
roots movement (a number 
that’s nearly doubled since 
January 2010), while only 32 
percent of Americans view 
it favorably. The Tea Party’s 
unpopularity surged among 
lower-income Americans in 
particular, rising 15 percent¬ 
age points since last October. 
Is the Tea Party truly turning 
off America? 

Yes. The Tea Party is just a 
faction of the same old GOP: 
The Tea Party’s drop in popu¬ 
larity is easily explained, says 
Paul Waldman at American 
Prospect: “They’re Republi¬ 
cans.” At first, the Tea Party 
insisted it was “above parti¬ 
sanship,” and critical of both 
parties. “This was always ba¬ 
loney,” but the movement did 
a good job of persuading mid¬ 
dle America otherwise. Now, 


the independents have figured 
it out. 

No. The movement just needs 
to regain its focus: The Tea 
Party is “going through a hang¬ 
over,” says Michael Barone 
in the Washington Examiner. 
Perhaps they assumed that, 
since they won in November, 
the fight for lower spending 
and small government is over. 
But the battle over collective 
bargaining rights in Wiscon¬ 
sin, for example, proves that’s 
not true. Voters still aren’t 
well-informed, and the press 
won’t educate them on the 
issues. Tea Partiers need to 
step up their game and handle 
this themselves. A weakened 
Tea Party will survive: Polls 
across the board now say 
Americans who once held am¬ 
bivalent views about the Tea 
Party are now “coming to a 
more negative impression,” 
says Nate Silver at The New 
York Times. This isn’t “espe¬ 
cially new” voters have be¬ 
come slowly turned off by the 
Tea Party “over the course of

Assad takes 
steps to 
reforms

DAMASCUS - Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad, facing 
a wave of protests demanding 
greater freedoms, took steps 
on Thursday toward address¬ 
ing grievances including lift¬ 
ing emergency law and grant¬ 
ing disenfranchised Kurds 
rights. 

Assad, who drew internation¬ 
al criticism for failing to spell 
out reforms in his first pub¬ 
lic comments on Wednesday 
since unrest swept Syria, also 
ordered an investigation into 
protest deaths in the flash¬ 
point city of Deraa and the 
port of Latakia. 

Inspired by popular revolts 
elsewhere in the Arab world, 
the unrest has presented the 
gravest challenge to Assad’s 
11-year rule in Syria, which 
maintains an anti-Israel al¬ 
liance with Shi’ite Iran and 
supports militant groups Hez¬ 
bollah and Hamas. 

It was doubtful that Assad’s 
gestures would soon defuse 
the unprecedented outbreak 
of public discontent in one of 
the Middle East’s most tightly 
controlled countries. 

Online activists have called 
on protesters to demonstrate 
across the country on what 
they have dubbed the “Fri¬ 
day of Martyrs” until their 
demands for democratization 
are met. 

In the past, Assad has set up 
committees to investigate 
contentious issues but no an¬ 
nouncements were made after 
the initial formation. Officials 
have repeatedly said a draft 
law on allowing political par¬ 
ties and lifting emergency law 
were on the agenda of Assad’s 
Baath Party, but they never 
materialized. □ 




Japan crisis drags 


France wants global nuclear reform

TOKYO - France called for 
new global nuclear rules as 
Japan’s atomic crisis reached 
three weeks with widening 
radiation from its crippled 
power plant but scant hope of 
a quick resolution. 

President Nicolas Sarkozy 
whose nation is the most nu¬ 
clear-dependent in the world 
paid a quick visit to Tokyo to 
show support and also pro¬ 
pose a global conference in 
France for May to fix new 
international atomic regula¬ 
tions. “We must look at this 
coldly so that such a catas¬ 
trophe never occurs again,” 
said Sarkozy, who chairs the 
Group of 20 bloc of nations, 
during his brief stopover. 

It was the first visit by a for¬ 
eign leader since a March 11 
earthquake and tsunami bat¬ 
tered north Japan, leaving 
nearly 28,000 people dead or 
missing and damage that may 
top $300 billion. 

Prime Minister Naoto Kan, 
under enormous pressure 
as he struggles to manage 
Japan’s toughest test since 
World War II, welcomed the 
gesture of solidarity. 

“I told him a Japanese prov¬ 
erb 6 a friend who comes on a 
rainy day is your true friend’, 
and thanked him for coming 
to Japan from the bottom of 
my heart,” he said. 

Illustrating the gravity of the 
problem, radioactive iodine 
131 was found in ground wa¬ 
ter near No. 1 reactor of Fuku- 
shima Daiichi complex, plant 
operator Tokyo Electric Pow¬ 
er Co (TEPCO) said. 
“Radioactive materials in the 
air could have come down to 
the earth’s surface and they 
could have seeped into the 
ground due to rainfall,” a 
company spokesman said. 
Radiation in water at an un¬ 
derground tunnel near another 
reactor of the plant had also 
been found more than 10,000 
times above the normal level 
of water in reactors, Kyodo 
news agency quoted TEPCO 
as saying. Radioactive cesium 
had appeared in beef from the 
area, Kyodo added. 

France is a global leader in the 


nuclear industry, and Paris has 
flown in experts from state- 
owned nuclear reactor maker 
Areva to work with Japanese 
engineers. 

“Areva is one of the compa¬ 
nies that will make the most 


out of a nuclear revival and 
therefore will be in most 
trouble if there isn’t a nucle¬ 
ar revival,” said Malcolm 
Grimston, an expert from 
London’s Imperial College. 
“Certainly Sarkozy or France 


generally have a very strong 
interest in getting things mov¬ 
ing as quickly as possible and 
trying to ensure that there 
isn’t a major backlash. France 
would be one of the biggest 
losers from that.” 

Other nations are also scram¬ 
bling to help Japan. 

The United States and Ger¬ 
many are sending robots to 
help repair and explore the 
damaged Fukushima Daiichi 
plant. Kyodo said some 140 
U.S. military radiation safety 
experts would soon visit to 
offer technical help.The Japa¬ 
nese disaster, the worst nucle¬ 
ar accident since Chernobyl in 
1986, has appalled the world 
and revived heated debate 
over the safety and benefits of 
atomic power. □

“Even if the upcoming gov¬ 
ernments wanted to continue 


with a policy of appeasing 
the West and Israel, they 
would not have the strength 
and depth of power that the 
previous governments had 
developed over the past three 
decades,” al-Awlaki writes in 
the English-language article. 
Western experts and govern¬ 
ment officials have described 
the overthrow of the Western- 
allied presidents of Tunisia 
and Egypt by peaceful and 
ideologically moderate upris¬ 
ings as blows to the violent 
ideology of al-Qaida and oth¬ 
er militant groups. 

Al-Awlaki writes that such 
statements by U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton and Defense Secre¬ 
tary Robert Gates “prove that 
either the intelligence reports 
these guys are reading are 
misleading or that they are 
trying to justify the stance 
that they are forced to take in 
support of the Arab masses, 
by claiming that they are bad 
for al Qaeda when they know 
very well that the opposite is 
the case.” 

Whatever the outcome of 
the revolts, “our mujahideen 
brothers in Tunisia, Egypt, 
Libya .. will get a chance to 
breathe again after three de¬ 
cades of suffocation,” he 
writes. 

Al-Awlaki writes that Libyan 
leader Moammar Gadhafi im¬ 
prisoned thousands of mili¬ 
tants who will now have a 
chance to regroup in the tur¬ 
moil and rejoin other fighters. 
The al-Qaida-linked cleric is 
believed to have offered inspi¬ 
ration to attacks in the United 
States. Militants in Yemen 
have made territorial gains in 
recent days as its government 
has weakened in the face of 
popular demonstrations that 
have won support of tribal 
leaders, military defectors and

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NATO commander warns 
against attacks on civilians

BRUSSELS - The new commander of international military op¬ 
erations in Libya warned Thursday that anyone attacking civil¬ 
ians would be “ill-advised” to continue, and said he would look 
into a report by a Vatican envoy that air strikes had killed 40 
innocent people. 

As NATO took over command of all air operations over Libya, 
Canadian Lt. Gen. Charles Bouchard said the bloc had already 
deployed more than 100 fighters and support aircraft to moni¬ 
tor the no-fly zone over Libya and prevent attacks on civilians. 
NATO later said the allies had supplied a total of 205 aircraft 
and 21 navy vessels for the operation, which includes patrol¬ 
ling the seas off Libya to prevent the delivery of weapons to the 
warring sides. 

The U.S. contributed 90 aircraft and one warship. Among the 
14 nations listed, France provided 33 aircraft and one ship, and 
Britain 17 planes and two warships. 

The alliance also had a dozen frigates patrolling the Mediterra¬ 
nean Sea off Libya to prevent weapons shipments from reach¬ 
ing the warring sides. 

The hand-over from the U.S., which had been leading the im¬ 
promptu group of countries bombing forces loyal to Libyan 
strongman Moammar Gadhafi, “has been seamless with no 
gaps in the effort,” the commander told journalists from his 
headquarters in Naples, Italy. 

His remarks were transmitted by video link to other journalists 
in Brussels. NATO aircraft had already flown more than 90 sor¬ 
ties since the alliance took over command Bouchard said. 
Addressing those attacking civilians, Bouchard said: “You 
would be ill-advised to continue such activities. I recommend 
that you cease such activities.” 

He also said NATO would investigate a claim by the Vatican’s 
envoy in Libya that air strikes in Tripoli during the night had 
killed 40 civilians though he noted that the alleged incident 
was said to have taken place before NATO took command. 

“I am aware of this news report,” he said. I take every one of 
those issues seriously, but our mission began ... today.”

LONDON- It took him more 
than 60 years to break his 
silence, but in a new book 
92-year-old Denis Avey tells 
the story of how he broke 
into Auschwitz concentra¬ 
tion camp twice to witness 
for himself the horrors of the 
Holocaust.Avey was a British 
soldier captured during World 
War Two and sent to a labor 
camp close to Auschwitz 
where he worked at the IG 
Farben plant alongside in¬ 
mates from the concentration 
camp, nicknamed “stripeys” 
after their uniforms. 

While Avey, a headstrong, 
battle-hardened soldier, was 
told about the mass exter¬ 
mination of Jews and expe¬ 
rienced the sickening smell 
from a nearby crematorium, 


he wanted to see for himself 
what was happening in Aus¬ 
chwitz. 

While conditions in his own 
labor camp were appalling, 
the food was better and treat¬ 
ment less harsh than in Aus¬ 
chwitz. And as a prisoner of 
war, Red Cross packages oc¬ 
casionally made it through 
containing chocolate and cig¬ 
arettes, which could then be 
bartered for better provisions 
and aid survival. 

After weeks of preparation, 
including bribes to a guard, 
Avey twice swapped uniforms 
with a Dutch Jew of roughly 
the same height to sneak into 
the camp where he spent the 
night. On both occasions the 
men managed to change back 
into their own clothes, despite 
the risk of discovery and cer¬ 
tain death. □

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Democracy is messy

CAIRO - Egypt is a mess. 
Nearly two months after street 
protests inspired a democratic 
revolution, the transitional 
military-backed government 
has proposed - you guessed 
it - a law banning protests. 
That’s partly because every¬ 
body is protesting, even the 
police. The cops want more 
money, perhaps because their 
diminished authority means 
that they can now extract less 
in bribes. 

With the police out of com¬ 
mission, the army uses thugs 
to intimidate its critics. And, 
when it really gets irritated, it 
arrests and tortures democra¬ 
cy activists. As I wrote in my 
previous column, it has even 
tried to humiliate female ac¬ 
tivists by subjecting them to 
forced “virginity exams.” 

The Muslim Brotherhood, 
once banned, has been 
brought into the power struc¬ 
ture. Instead of denouncing 
the system, it is becoming part 
of it - and some of its activists 
are rampaging around Cairo 
University. 

Yet for Americans, what is 
unfolding is perhaps a reas¬ 
suring mess. Westerners have 
mostly worried that Egypt 
might plunge into Iran-style 
Islamic fundamentalism - 
and, to me, that seems a reflec¬ 
tion of our own hobgoblins 
more than Egypt’s. Indeed, it 
seems increasingly likely that 
Egypt won’t change as much 
as many had expected. More¬ 
over, the biggest losers of the 
revolution are likely to be vio¬ 
lent Islamic extremist groups 
that lose steam when the more 
moderate Muslim Brother¬ 
hood joins the system. 

“There is a determined ef¬ 
fort to stop the revolution in 
its tracks,” notes Professor 


Khaled Fahmy of the Ameri¬ 
can University in Cairo. 
That’s disappointing for de¬ 
mocracy activists like him, 
but reassuring to those who 
fear upheaval. 

Based on my third trip to Cai¬ 
ro since the protests began, 
here’s my guess as to how 
events unfold: 

— Post-revolution Egypt will 
look a lot like pre-revolution 
Egypt, but modestly less re¬ 
pressive and with a more 
powerful civil society. The 
army will continue to run the 
show, as it has since 1952 
through onetime officers like 
Hosni Mubarak, and will en¬ 
sure continuity. 

— People will continue to be 
tortured, but will complain 
about it more. Peace with Is¬ 
rael will continue, but Egyp¬ 
tian officials will speak up 
more forcefully about suffer¬ 
ing in Gaza. 

— The best bet for the next 
president is Amr Moussa. 
He’s a former foreign minister 
who has led the Arab League: 
A veteran politician and prag¬ 
matist who would constitute 
a breath of fresh air but not a 
gust of it. 

— Islamists will play a great¬ 
er role in society and govern¬ 
ment, as they do in Turkey. 
But this will also mean that 
they are trying to build things 
rather than blow them up. 
Islamic groups are certainly 
more active than before. Mo¬ 
hammed Alaiwa, a professor 
of literary criticism at Cairo 
University, told me that he 
was in a dean’s office recently 
when a Muslim Brotherhood 
student burst in, pulled out a 
pistol and threatened to shoot 
the dean unless he resigned 
then and there (the student 
eventually backed down). 
Alaiwa said that he now fears 
the Muslim Brotherhood stu¬ 
dents. 

Meanwhile, the up-and-com- 
er Islamists are Salafis, who 
think the Muslim Brotherhood 
is far too moderate. A group 
of Salafis recently attacked a 
Coptic Christian, apparently 
accusing him of illicit sexual 
activity and cutting off his ear. 
Order is breaking down some¬ 
what. When Egyptians cele¬ 
brated International Women’s 
Day on March 8, gangs of 
men harassed them. □

Of all the controversies now 
raging in Washington, the one 
I find most endearing is the 
fight over federal regulation 
of light bulb efficiency. 
“Instead of a leaner, smarter 
government, we bought a 
bureaucracy that now tells 
us which light bulbs to buy,” 
complained Rep. Michele 
Bachmann in her Tea Party re¬ 
sponse to the president’s State 
of the Union address. 
Bachmann has strong opin¬ 
ions on this matter. She is 
the author of the Light Bulb 
Freedom of Choice Act, 
which would repeal a federal 
requirement that the typical 
100-watt bulb become 25 per¬ 
cent more energy efficient by 
2012. 

Bachmann hateshateshates 


that sort of thing, as you 
would expect from a woman 
whose Earth Day speech in 
2009 was an ode to carbon di¬ 
oxide. (“It’s a part of the regu¬ 
lar life cycle of the earth.”) 
Hysteria over the govern¬ 
ment taking away our right 
to buy inefficient light bulbs 
has been sweeping through 
certain segments of the Re¬ 
publican Party. Rep. Joe Bar¬ 
ton of Texas, sponsor of the 
Better Use of Light Bulbs 
Act, says we’re about to lose 
the bulb that “has been turn¬ 
ing back the night ever since 
Thomas Edison ended the era 
of a world lit only by fire in 
1879.” Barton’s vision of the 
standard 100-watt incandes¬ 
cent is so heroic, you’d think 
it would be getting its own 
television series. 

“When Congress dictates 
which light bulbs folks in 
South Carolina must buy, it’s 
clear the 'nanny state’ mental¬ 
ity has gotten out of control in 
Washington,” said Sen. Jim 
DeMint, one of 27 co-spon¬ 
sors of a Senate bill calling for 
repeal of the new efficiency 
standards. 

The great thing about this bat¬ 
tle, which has spawned pre¬ 
dictions of widespread light- 
bulb-hoarding, is that it will 
take your mind off Libya, Af¬ 
ghanistan, Iraq and the pend¬ 
ing government shutdown. 


It’s a little like the Donald 
Trump presidential candida¬ 
cy, only less irritating. 
Opponents of the law claim 
that the newer, more ener¬ 
gy-efficient and cost-saving 
breeds of bulb give a less 
pleasing light, although that 
doesn’t seem to have dissuad¬ 
ed the American consumers 
from moving away from the 
incandescents in droves. The 
National Electrical Manu¬ 
facturers Association says 
demand for the allegedly be¬ 
loved old bulbs has dropped 
50 percent over the last five 
years. A terribly cynical mind 
might suspect the whole 
hubbub was just for politi¬ 
cal show. Jeff Bingaman, the 
chairman of the energy com¬ 
mittee, said he had not actual¬ 
ly been accosted by any of his 
fellow senators begging him 
to help get angry light bulb 
aficionados off their backs. 

“I heard the statements at the 
committee hearing, but no¬ 
body’s walking the halls lob¬ 
bying me about this,” he said. 
That was the famous hearing 
during which Sen. Rand Paul 
of Kentucky began with a rant 
about light bulbs and wound 
up complaining that his toi¬ 
lets back home didn’t work. 
“You busybodies always 
want to tell us how we can 
live our lives better,” he said 
passionately.Q

Walker matched the 
record set by Johnson Wagner 
and Adam Scott in the first 
round of the 2008 tourna¬ 
ment. Wagner went on to win 
that year. 

Chris Kirk was three back af¬ 
ter a 66, and Steve Strieker, 
John Rollins, Nathan Green 
and Brendan Steele shot 67s 
and were four behind. 

Most of the big-name players 


were also close to the top, as 
they fine-tune their games for 
next week’s Masters. 
England’s Lee Westwood and 
Ireland’s Padraig Harrington 
were in a large group of play¬ 
ers at 4 under, Phil Mickelson 
and Retief Goosen of South 
Africa were at 2 under, and 
former Masters champions 
Angel Cabrera of Argentina 
and Fred Couples were 1 un¬ 
der. Calm conditions yielded 
low scores all day at the Tour¬ 
nament Course at Redstone 
Golf Club outside Houston. 
A total of 32 players broke 70 
and 87 players shot even-par 
(72) or better. 

Walker needed only 23 putts, 
the fewest of any player in 
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the first round, to make up for 
several erratic tee shots. 

“I felt like I kind of got back 
to feeling that stroke that I 
was using earlier in the year, 
when I was putting so good 
and playing so good,” Walker 
said. Walker changed putters 
at the start of the season, and 
he’s made six cuts in eight 
starts and already has three 
top-10 finishes this year. 

His round Thursday matched 
the lowest of his career. 
“When you putt well,” he said, 
“it cures a lot of ills, for sure.” 


Tournament organizers lured 
many top players by groom¬ 
ing the course to simulate 
conditions at Augusta — light 
rough, shaved mounds, fast 
greens and fairways mowed 
toward the tee. 

Strieker, ranked No. 10 in 
the world, said he plays in 
Houston every year, no matter 
where it falls on the schedule, 
to return a favor from tourna¬ 
ment director Steve Timms. 
Strieker finished 162nd on 
the money list in 2005, and 
needed a sponsor’s exemp¬ 


tion from Timms to play in 
the Houston event the follow¬ 
ing year. He shot a 66 in the 
final round to finish third, his 
first of seven top-10s in 2006, 
and was later named the PGA 
Tour’s comeback player of the 
year. “This tournament means 
a lot to me,” Strieker said. 
“The confidence level and my 
game have come a long way 
since '06, but this was a step¬ 
ping stone. It gave me a lot 
of confidence, and I ran with 
it and I’ve been playing well 
ever since.”□

The Kansas City Royals are 
barely making more than 
Alex Rodriguez this year. 

The salaries for Kansas City’s 
27 players on its opening-day 
roster and disabled list total 
$36.1 million, according to 
an analysis of Major League 
Baseball contracts by The As¬ 
sociated Press. 

A-Rod alone makes $32 mil¬ 
lion atop the New York Yan¬ 
kees’ $201.7 million payroll. 
He is MLB’s highest-paid 
player for the 11th straight 
year. 

Overall, MLB salaries were 
nearly flat this year. The av¬ 
erage of the 844 players on 
opening-day rosters and dis¬ 
abled lists was about $3.3 
million, up just 0.2 percent 
from last year. The increase 
was the lowest since a 2.7 
percent drop in 2004. 

Kansas City’s payroll was cut 
in half from $72.3 million 
at the start of 2010 after the 
team traded Zack Greinke and 
Gil Meche retired. 

“I’m not worried that it’s too 
low,” Royals general manager 
Dayton Moore said. “I look at 
it as something that gives us 
tremendous flexibility going 
forward as an organization to 
be competitive as we negoti¬ 
ate for players.” 

The Yankees, as usual, had 
the top payroll but dropped to 
$201.7 million from $206.3 
million at the start of last sea¬ 
son. 

Philadelphia was second at 
$173 million following the 
offseason signing of Cliff 
Lee. The Phillies began last 
year fourth at $141.9 million 
but have been given a finan¬ 
cial boost by 123 consecutive 
home sellouts during the reg¬ 
ular season. 


“We wouldn’t be here if we 
didn’t have the fans support¬ 
ing us the way they supported 
us,” general manager Ruben 
Amaro Jr. said. “It’s really 
plain and simple: We don’t 
sell out games, we don’t give 
ourselves a chance to be even 
in this stratosphere.” 

Yankees first baseman Mark 
Teixeira isn’t bothered by 
competition at the top of the 
spending list. 

“It’s great for baseball any¬ 
time you get teams willing to 
go out there and improve their 
team,” he said. 

Boston is third on the sal¬ 
ary list at $161.4 million, 
followed by the Los Angeles 
Angels ($139 million), the 
Chicago White Sox ($129.3 
million), the Chicago Cubs 
($125.5 million) and the New 
York Mets ($120 million). 

The totals don’t include sala¬ 
ries owed to released players 
— Carlos Silva ($11.5 mil¬ 
lion for the Cubs) and Oli¬ 
ver Perez ($12 million) and 
Luis Castillo ($6.25 million) 
for the Mets.The World Se¬ 
ries champion San Francisco 
Giants are eighth at $118.2 
million, up from $97.8 mil¬ 
lion. The American League 
champion Texas Rangers rose 
to 13th at $92.3 million from 
$55.3 million. 

“Obviously I don’t make the 
financial decisions, but as a 
manager you certainly appre¬ 


ciate how ownership stepped 
up and kept the team intact af¬ 
ter a special year to try to give 
us a chance to do this again,” 
Giants manager Bruce Bochy 
said. “I’ve been on the other 
end and seen clubs disman¬ 


tled. It’s frustrating.” 

Tampa Bay, the 2008 Ameri¬ 
can League champion, 
dropped from 21st at $71.9 
million to 29th at $41.9 mil¬ 
lion, after shedding Carl 
Crawford, Carlos Pena, Matt 
Garza and Rafael Soriano. 


Cleveland fell from $61.2 
million to $49.2 million. 
Pittsburgh’s payroll went 
up from an MLB-low $35 
million to 27th at $46 mil¬ 
lion. San Diego’s increased 
from $37.8 million to $45.9 
million. □

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‘Star Wars’ creatar Lucas says 3-D will rule films

LAS VEGAS (AP) “Star 
Wars” creator George Lu¬ 
cas predicts 3-D filmmaking 
eventually will take over at 
the movies the way color re¬ 
placed black and white. 

But Lucas and fellow tech¬ 
nology pioneers James Cam¬ 
eron, the maker of “Avatar,” 
and DreamWorks Animation 
boss Jeffrey Katzenberg said 
Wednesday that digital film- 
making is only in its infancy 
and will bring vast improve¬ 
ments to how movies are 
made and seen. 

Digital technology in general 
is revolutionizing filmmak¬ 
ing the way sound did in the 
1920s, Lucas said. The new 
digital 3-D craze has had hits 
and misses but should one day 
become the big-screen stan¬ 
dard over 2-D presentation, 
he said. 

“So now when you’re watch¬ 
ing a movie and it’s not in 
3-D, it’s like watching in 
black and white,” Lucas told 
a crowd of theater owners at 
their CinemaCon convention. 
“It’s a better way of looking at 
a film. ... I totally believe now 
that 3-D will completely take 
over just like color did.” 
Lucas spoke at a digital-film 
panel alongside Cameron and 
Katzenberg. The hour-long 
discussion touched on new 
filmmaking tools, enhance¬ 
ments to theater sound, and 
how badly presented 3-D 
movies can sour audiences on 
digital 3-D films in general. 
Such bad 3-D experiences 
generally have resulted when 
studios took movies shot in 
only two dimensions and did 
hasty conversions to give 
them the illusion of depth so 
they could charge the extra 
few dollars that 3-D tickets 
cost. 

“You disappoint our audienc¬ 
es once, OK, great we fooled 
them. Do it twice, shame on 
us,” said Katzenberg, who 
decided years ago that all 
DreamWorks Animation 
movies, such as last year’s 
“How to Train Your Dragon” 
and this summer’s “Kung Fu 
Panda 2,” would be in 3-D. 
Cameron, who shot “Avatar” 
in 3-D and plans to do its two 
sequels that way also, is con¬ 
verting his blockbuster “Ti-

tanic” to 3-D for release next 
year. Lucas is doing the same 
with all six of his “Star Wars” 
films. 

Done properly, 2-D movies 
converted to 3-D can look 
fantastic, Cameron and Lucas 
said. 

Lucas drew hearty applause 
several times from theater 
owners when he told them 
that home systems or portable 
video devices will never re¬ 
place the moviehouse as the 
best 

place to see films. 

“We have our third generation 
now of kids who are under 
12 years old who have never 
seen ‘Star Wars’ on the big 
screen,” Lucas said. “And I 
am betting a lot of people will 
go see a movie that they have 
seen on television a million 
times and they have the video 
at home, and they will go and 
see it because they want to see 
it in the theater in a social ex¬ 
perience.” 

Cameron waited for years to 


make “Avatar” until digital 
technology had caught up to 
the ideas in his head for the 
sci-fi epic about a struggle be¬ 
tween greedy humans and no¬ 


ble aliens on a distant world. 
Now that the tools are there, 
filmmakers are confined only 
by their imaginations, Cam¬ 
eron said. 


“We’re really at a point where 
if we can imagine it, we can 
create it,” Cameron said. 
“There are no limitations 
now.’Q

BRUSSELS (AP) — Microsoft Corp. on Thursday threw its 
weight behind an existing probe by European Union authorities 
into whether rival Google Inc. is unfairly thwarting competition 
in the online search market. 

Microsoft’s General Counsel Brad Smith said the company 
is filing its own complaint against Google with the European 
Commission, citing concern over “a broadening pattern of con¬ 
duct aimed at stopping anyone else from creating a competitive 
alternative.” 

A spokeswoman for the EU’s Competition Commissioner Joa¬ 
quin Almunia said the Commission had taken note of Micro¬ 
soft’s complaint and will give Google the opportunity to tell its 
side of the story. 

The Commission opened a formal investigation into Google’s 
behavior last November, following complaints from several 
smaller Web companies that the search giant was burying them 
in its results and engaging in other anticompetitive practices. 
Google has long pointed to Microsoft’s involvement in the 
probe, since one of the original complainants, online-shopping 
site Ciao, is owned by Microsoft’s search engine Bing. Another 
company involved in the case, U.K.-based price-comparison

site Foundem, is a member of a Microsoft-sponsored technol¬ 
ogy trade organization. 

A1 Verney, a Brussels-based spokesman for Google, said the 
company wasn’t surprised by Microsoft’s move since one of 
their subsidiaries was one of the original complainants. 

“For our part, we continue to discuss the case with the European 
Commission and we’re happy to explain to anyone how our 
business works,” Verney said. 

Nevertheless, Microsoft’s direct complaint adds weight to the 
case, since it lists several specific examples of alleged anticom¬ 
petitive practices by Google involving some of the search en¬ 
gine’s pet projects. 

Smith claims that Google “put in place a growing number of 
technical measures to restrict competing search engines from 
properly accessing” its YouTube video-streaming site. 

“Without proper access to YouTube, Bing and other search en¬ 
gines cannot stand with Google on an equal footing in returning 
search results with links to YouTube videos and that, of course, 
drives more users away from competitors and to Google,” he 
wrote in a blog post. 

Smith also said that Google blocked Microsoft’s Windows 
Phones “from operating properly with YouTube,” but offers 
better services to its own Android phones and iPhones, whose 
producer Apple Inc. does not own a search engine. 

With Bing, Microsoft is one of Google’s biggest direct rivals. 
It also has a partnership deal with the other big search engine, 
Yahoo! Inc. 

Yet neither Bing nor Yahoo have found a way of closing in on 
Google, which processes two out of three online searches in 
the U.S. In Europe, the Mountain View, Calif., -based company 
controls more than 90 percent of the search market. The two 
companies also compete in other areas, such as cloud comput¬ 
ing — where they offer remote server space and software pro¬ 
cessing to clients.□

Delphi buys back ownership 
stakes from GMand U.S.

DETROIT (AP) —Auto parts supplier Delphi Automotive LLP 
said Thursday it is buying back ownership stakes from Gen¬ 
eral Motors Co. and the federal government for $4.4 billion, 
a move that strengthens the company’s balance sheet ahead 
of a potential public offering. 

Delphi will pay $3.8 billion for shares owned by GM and 
$594 million for shares owned by the Pension Benefit Guar¬ 
anty Corp. Delphi is using cash as well as a $3 billion credit 
facility for the purchase. 

“These transactions represent an important step in position¬ 
ing Delphi to continue to increase shareholder value,” Delphi 
President and CEO Rodney O’Neal said in a statement. 

The deal also helps GM boost its first-quarter earnings, which 
will be critical for the automaker as it continues to woo inves¬ 
tors after its own public offering in November. 

GM said it will book a gain of $1.6 billion from the sale. It 
paid $1.7 billion for the stake in Delphi in 2009, but that was 
revalued at $2 billion at the end of last year. 

GM also noted that it sold its preferred stock in Ally Finan¬ 
cial for $1 billion earlier this month, for a first-quarter gain 
of $300 million. 

“We are systematically delivering on our commitment to 
strengthen and simplify our balance sheet,” said Dan Am- 
mann, who will become GM’s senior vice president and chief 
financial officer Friday. 

Delphi is GM’s former parts division. It was spun off from 
GM in 1999 and went into bankruptcy protection in 2005. 
Delphi was acquired by a group of private investors in 2009. 
The Pension Benefit Guaranty Corp. obtained its interest as 
a partial settlement of its claims when Delphi terminated its 
pension plans in bankruptcy court.

Major growth in trade in creative goods 

UNITED NATIONS (AP) A new U.N. report says 
world trade in creative goods and services ranging from 
fashion to music to architecture is experiencing unprec¬ 
edented growth. 

The report says creative goods and services have risen by 
14 percent during the 2008 global financial crisis. 

The report by the U.N. trade organization and the U.N. 
Development Program says global exports of creative 
goods and services nearly doubled between 2002 and 
2008, reaching nearly $600 billion. 

Rich developed countries lead both exports and imports 
of creative goods and services, the report says developing 
countries have increased their share in world markets for 
creative products year after year. 

The report, released Wednesday, said exports from de¬ 
veloping economies accounted for 43 percent of global 
exports in 2008.□ 

Turkmen leader slams monopoly mobile operator 

ASHGABAT, Turkmenistan (AP) — Turkmenistan’s 
president has slammed the nation’s only mobile phone 
provider for poor service just weeks after the government 
forced out the company’s only competitor. 

The Neutral Turkmenistan state newspaper Thursday 
cited President Gurbanguli Berdymukhamedov as saying 
that “bungling” at state-owned Altyn Asyr was harming 
its efficiency. 

Until last year, the Central Asian nation was served by 
two mobile phone companies — Russian-owned MTS, 
which had 2.4 million subscribers, and Altyn Asyr with 
around 500,000 customers. 

In December, Turkmen communication authorities pulled 
MTS’ license, saying the company’s operating agreement 
had expired. MTS says it license was valid until early 
2012 . 

Many households are heavily reliant on mobile commu¬ 
nications in this authoritarian former Soviet state, where 
landline connections remain outdated and inefficient. □

Anti-government protests in 
those countries so far have 
been limited, although unrest 
continues in Syria, Bahrain 
and Yemen. 

The Energy Department’s En¬ 
ergy Information Administra¬ 
tion released its weekly report 
on natural gas supplies on 
Thursday. It showed that the 
United States’ abundant re¬ 
serves grew by 12 billion cu¬ 


bic feet from the week before, 
to 1.624 trillion cubic feet. 
That is 4.4 percent above the 
five-year average. 

“Shale plays have fundamen¬ 
tally altered the amount of 
domestic supply available, 
leading to large weekly in¬ 
jections,” said energy analyst 
Stephen Schork, who writes 
the daily Schork Report news¬ 
letter. 

The EIA estimates that the 
country has 827 trillion cubic 
feet of natural gas in shale for¬ 
mations. In all, EIA estimates 
the U.S. has 2,552 trillion cu¬ 
bic feet of potential natural 
gas resources, enough to satis¬ 
fy the nation’s annual demand 
for 110 years. The agency 
expects that to rise in coming 
years as more shale resources 
are discovered. 

Natural gas contracts rose 3.4 
cents to settle at $4,389 per 
1,000 cubic feet. In other Ny- 
mex trading, heating oil added 
5.91 cents to settle at $3.1125 
per gallon, and gasoline fu¬

After the comments ran in 
Australian newspapers, she 
issued a statement, insisting 


she loved every minute of her 
visit. 

“When I say I love Australia, I 
mean what I say. 

I LOVE AUSTRALIA,” she 
said. 

“It was one of the most life 
changing, mind expanding, 
once in a lifetime extraordi¬ 
nary experiences for all of us, 
and I would never want any 
of my comments taken out of 
context to make it seem oth¬ 
erwise. 

“I have so many great memo¬ 
ries. The Great Barrier Reef 
was breathtaking, Sydney was 
spectacular, and I was mes¬ 
merized by Uluru and so glad 
I went there. 

“I was overwhelmed by the 
response of the people of 
Melbourne and was honored 
to meet the Prime Minister, 
Julia Gillard, and to feel the 
welcoming energy of 10,000 
people in Federation Square,” 
she added. 

“I can’t wait to come back.’Q

Cameron aims to enrich ‘Avatar 2’ images

LAS VEGAS - James Cam¬ 
eron plans another innovation 
for his next “Avatar” install¬ 
ment: shooting at double or 
more the film speed that has 
been Hollywood’s standard 
since the 1920s, a move he 
says will greatly improve 3-D 
images. 

Cameron, whose 2009 sci-fi 
blockbuster raised the bar for 
digital imagery and put the 
3-D craze on the fast track, 
said Thursday that “Avatar 
2” would be shot at 48 or 60 
frames a second to reduce 
an effect called “strobing” 
that can blur moving images, 
particularly those in 3-D. For 
more than 80 years, the norm 
has been 24 frames a second. 
In a demonstration for theater 
owners at their CinemaCon 
convention, Cameron played 
3-D footage he recently shot 
at 24, 48 and 60 frames a sec¬ 
ond to show the better quality 
of high-speed filming. 

The footage of medieval din¬ 
ner and fight sequences shot 
at 48 and 60 frames a second 
were noticeably superior. 

At 24 frames, blurriness was 


very evident when the cam¬ 
era panned or dollied along 
the dinner table and when two 
knights dueled with swords. 
The fuzzy images greatly di¬ 
minished at 48 frames and vir¬ 
tually vanished at 60 frames. 
“I was stunned when I saw it, 
at how clear and crisp it was,” 
Cameron said. “If 3-D is like 
looking at reality through 
a window, we’ve taken the 
glass out of the window.” 
New digital projectors rap¬ 
idly being installed in theaters 
can handle the higher frame 
speeds with no more than a 
software upgrade, said Cam¬ 
eron, who wants faster film¬ 
ing rates to become the stan¬ 


dard for 2-D and 3-D movies. 
While 3-D has been a blessing 
for studios and theaters that 
charge a few extra dollars for 
the added dimension, many 
movie fans complain about 
eyestrain from blurry 3-D im¬ 
ages. 

Faster film and projection 
speeds will help eliminate 
that problem, Cameron said. 
“Avatar” is the biggest mod¬ 
em blockbuster, with $2.8 
billion in theatrical revenues 
worldwide. Cameron has no 
definite timetable for his two 
planned “Avatar” sequels, but 
the second film in the fran¬ 
chise still is years away from 
theaters. □ 
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Billy Joel cancels his memoir

NEW YORK - The Piano Man 
is deciding to stay silent: Billy 
Joel is canceling his planned 
memoir. 

“The Book of Joel” was 
scheduled for publication in 
June. The HarperCollins book 
was billed as an “emotional 
ride” that would detail the 
music legend’s failed mar¬ 
riages, including his union 
with Christie Brinkley, as 
well as his battles with sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

Earlier this month, Harper¬ 
Collins revealed the cover 
photograph for the book, 
and Joel’s editor promised it 
would contain details “he has 
never revealed before.” 

But in a statement to The As¬ 
sociated Press on Thursday, 
Joel said he had changed his 
mind. 

“It took working on writing a 
book to make me realize that

I’m not all that interested in 
talking about the past, and 
that the best expression of my 
life and its ups and downs has 
been and remains my music,” 
he said. 

HarperCollins confirmed 
Thursday that the deal had 
been canceled. Spokeswoman 
Tina Andreadis said Joel had 
turned in a finished manu¬ 
script, but that no copies had 
been printed. The publisher 
had planned a first printing of 


250,000 copies. 

Joel isn’t the first musician to 
cancel a book. 

Mick Jagger backed out of a 
deal in the early 1980s, saying 
he couldn’t remember any¬ 
thing of interest. Sean “P. Did- 
dy” Combs never turned in a 
memoir that he was supposed 
to write for Random House 
Inc. and ended up being sued 
in 2005 for money the pub¬ 
lisher claimed he owed. 

The 61-year-old Joel is con¬ 
sidered one of music’s all- 
time greats: He’s a Rock and 
Roll Hall of Famer who has 
sold millions with hits includ¬ 
ing “Uptown Girl,” “New 
York State of Mind” and “Just 
the Way You Are,” and his 
deal was widely believed to 
be worth seven figures. 

Other rock stars have had ma¬ 
jor success with their mem¬ 
oirs, including Eric Clapton 
and more recently, Keith 
Richards. □ 


I’ll be BACK! And he is! 

Arnie returns as cartoon Governator 



LOS ANGELES- Three 
months after standing down 
as California governor, Ar¬ 
nold Schwarzenegger is to 
return as a cartoon superhero 
version of himself, The Gov- 
emator, he announced this 
week. 

The former champion body¬ 
builder turned Hollywood star 
catchphrase “I’ll be Back” has 
teamed up with Marvel com¬ 
ics founder Stan Lee to create 
the character which will star 
in an animated TV show and 
comic book. 

More details will be an¬ 
nounced next week, but 
Schwarzenegger and Lee 
revealed the plans to Enter¬ 
tainment Weekly, which pub¬ 


lished more details on its on¬ 
line version Thursday. 

“The Governator is very sim¬ 
ple. It takes my entire career 
basically, if it is bodybuilding, 
if it is action movies, if it is the 
governorship,” the famously 
Austrian-accented 63 -year- 
old told the magazine. 

“It takes all those things and 
combines it into one. That 
guy is designed to fight crime, 
to fight natural disasters, this 
guy will be jumping into ac¬ 
tion,” he added in a video clip 
on the weekly’s website. 

The animated TV show and 
comic book won’t be out until 
next year, but Lee co-creator 
of Spider Man and a raft of 
other comic superheroes, re¬ 


vealed that it will be based on 
Schwarzenegger personally. 
“The Governator is going to 
be a great superhero, but he’ll 
also be Arnold Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger,” he said. 

“We’re using all the personal 
elements of Arnold’s life. 
We’re using his wife. We’re 
using his kids. We’re using 
the fact that he used to be gov¬ 
ernor. 

“Only after he leaves the gov¬ 
ernor’s office, Arnold decides 
to become a crime fighter 
and builds a secret high-tech 
crime-fighting center under 
his house in Brentwood,” he 
added. 

Schwarzenegger came to 
the United States as a pen¬ 
niless 21-year-old in 1968, 
but became a millionaire and 
won the Mr. Universe title 
four more times, and then 
shrugged off barbs about his 
thick accent as he turned to 
acting. 

Joining Hollywood’s royalty, 
his ominous “Terminator” 
catchphrases “I’ll be back,” 
and “Hasta la vista, baby” 
have now entered the English 
lexicon and he still uses them 
frequently as a politician. Q 


Eric Church cuts 
path to ACM win

NASHVILLE, Tenn. - The 
decisions of country music 
maverick Eric Church usually 
spark strong reactions. 

Release a single to radio about 
teen pregnancy? You can’t do 
that! 

Put out another about smoking 
marijuana? Are you crazy? 
“Everybody told us we’d lost 
our minds,” Church said. 
“And maybe we had, you 
know? But I liked the fact that 
it had never been done, it had 
never been said. I’m not in¬ 
terested in being one of those 
artists that makes the same 
music and does the same thing 
that everybody else has done. 
I would rather cross some 
boundaries and kick down 
some doors.” 

That philosophy has led 
Church, 33, back from what 
some thought was career 
suicide and to a new kind of 
popularity that he might not 
have achieved had he contin¬ 
ued down the path he started 
on five years ago. Church has 
already won the Academy of 
Country Music’s top new solo 
vocalist award this year and 
is up for the overall top new 
artist award against The Band 
Perry during Sunday’s show 
in Las Vegas. 

Not many would have predict¬ 
ed this outcome after Church, 
hot off the release of his de¬ 
but, was fired from the Rascal 
Flatts tour in 2006 at Madison

Square Garden, no less for 
playing too long and too loud. 
At the time, it seemed like a 
quick end of a promising ca¬ 
reer to most Music Row ob¬ 
servers. He gave up a chance 
to play in front of thousands 
and started taking gigs where 
only a few dozen might show 
up. 

“We started going back and 
playing clubs, playing hon- 
kytonks,” Church said. “We 
also played heavy metal bars 
as a country band. Sometimes 
there were 50 people there, 
but those 50 people, they were 
in to it. They were cheering 
like there were 10,000.1 could 
just see enough of a spark then 
that if we kept doing what we 
were doing, even if nobody 
else would’ve believed it and 
everybody else told me I was 
crazy, I knew that eventually 
that would turn into some¬ 
thing.” □

“They’re extremely old and 
extremely slow-growing,” 
said Nancy Prouty, a USGS 
scientist. “And there are big 
questions about their vulner¬ 
ability and their ability for 
recovery.” Black corals feed 
on organic matter sinking to 
the sea floor and it could take 
decades, or even centuries, to 
recover from “a disturbance 
to these ecosystems,” Prouty 
said. She said scientists were 


looking at whether the ancient 
coral had been damaged by 
the BP oil spill, but the dam¬ 
age assessment had not been 
completed. 

The location of the black coral 
is important because com¬ 
puter models and research 
cruises have mapped much of 
the deepwater oil moving to 
the southwest of the BP well, 
away from the black coral 
colony. Scientists have found 
dead coral southwest of the 


well. However, Prouty said the 
surface oil slick was over the 
black coral colony during the 
spill. BP’s well leaked more 
than 200 million gallons of oil 
after the Deepwater Horizon 
drilling rig exploded April 20, 
killing 11 workers. 

Black corals, which resemble 
deep-sea bushes or trees, are 
found throughout the world 
and are an important ma¬ 
rine habitat for fish and other 
forms of marine life.Q

APNewsBreak: Female 
shortage endangers wolves

TRAVERSE CITY, Michigan 
(AP) — Scientists tell The 
Associated Press the wolves 
of Isle Royale National Park 
may go extinct because they 
are dangerously short of fe¬ 
males. Wildlife biologists 
John Vucetich and Rolf Peter¬ 
son of Michigan Tech Univer¬ 
sity say they counted 16 gray 
wolves on the Lake Superior 
island this year — and just 
two at most are adult females. 
The overall wolf population is 
the lowest since 1998, when it 
was 14. 

Unless the females success¬ 
fully raise pups before dying, 
the entire population could

disappear. Their plight raises 
the question of whether the 
park should bring in more 
wolves.
